SB 5035
Title:  An act relating to the manufactured/mobile home landlord-tenant act.

Brief Description:  Requiring landlords to provide tenants with written receipts upon request 
under the manufactured/mobile home landlord-tenant act.

Sponsors:  Senators Shin, Honeyford and Kohl-Welles.

Brief Summary of Bill

� Requires manufactured/mobile home lot landlords to provide tenants with written 
receipts for payments upon request.

Background: 

The Manufactured/Mobile Home Landlord-Tenant Act governs the legal rights, remedies, and 
obligations arising from rental agreements for manufactured and mobile home lots, including 
specified amenities within mobile home parks, cooperatives, and subdivisions.

Under the Residential Landlord Tenant Act, landlords of residential dwellings are required to 
provide written receipts for payments upon the request of a tenant.  However, there is no similar 
requirement for landlords of manufactured/mobile home lots.

Summary of Bill: 

The landlord of a manufactured/mobile home lot must provide a written receipt for any
payments made by the tenant upon their request.  Receipts must be provided within 15 business 
days of the request, and a tenant may request receipts for any payments made within the previous 
year.
